ASSAULT IS
CONTINUED

Japanese Keep Up an Incessant
Bombardment of the Forts
Around Port Arthur,

NO TIME TO BURY THE DEAD

Halfstarved Dogs Devoured
Many Bodies Which Remain.
ed on the Fileld After the
Battle,

Chefoo, Nov, 9 12:30 P, M.—The
Japanese continue to bombard Port
Arthur and the shells are falling so
Incessantly that the Russiaus have
practically abandoned the repair of
the works protecting the harbor,

Citigen volunteers and the police
are now reinforcing the garrisons of
the forts, according to the stories of
Chinese arriving bhere, 60 of whom left
Port Arthur on Nov. 7, owing to the
high price of food.

Bo many men were killed on both
sides during the last assault that many
bodles lay unburied for days and in
some Instances dogs which had been
driven from the town assuaged their
Bunger by eating the dead.

In & few cases where this was seen
the horror stricken Russian sharp-
shooters killed the dogs.

Some months ago the Russian au-
thorities ordered that all dogs seen on
the streets should be shot with the re-
sult that half famished creatures have
been roaming the hilla becoming
savage.

The Chinese say that the forts on
Qolden Hill have done practicaly no
firing for months past and it I8 be-
Beved that thelr ammunition has run
short.

The demolition of the Chinése new
town Is almost compléted, a thousand
houses having been destroyed for the
yaluable firewood they contained.

The town s constantly catching on
fire and the majority of the ware-
houses and stores belonging to
forelgners have been burnt to the
ground.

Suggestion to Seattle People,
Seattle, Nov. §.—An effort ls being
made by owners of Alaskan tin mines
to have Beattle capitalists take some
